Slaking V illa g e 
In the town of Schraiobcrg in the 
Black Forest district of Wu rite rn berg, 
Germany, where one of the chief In 
dustriee is dock making, there has 
recently been established an Interest­ 
ing unison rn of timepieces. The col­ 
lection displays the gradual develop­ 
ment In the making of clocks for many 
centuries. 
Among the curioeites are many of 
great historical value. 
There is an 
alarm clock constructed In the year 
1080 for the use Qjf travelers, in form 
It resembles a lantern and the Interior 
Is designed to hold a lighted candle. 
The candle is slowly pushed forward 
by a spring, which also controls the 
mechanism of the clock. A little pair 
of shears clip the wick of the candle 
automatically every minute to regulate 
its light. Tin* lantern is Inclosed with 
movable slides, so that the sleeper is 
not at first disturbed by the presence 
of light 
The alarm is sot by inserting a peg 
in the second dial plato. When the 
required hour arrives, the alarm is 
sounded and at the sam© time the 
movable slides fall, flooding the room 
with light 
Among the curiosities is a Japanese 
saw dock. The dock itself produces 
the motive power by descending a 
saw formed strip of metal, tho teeth of 
which operate the whod of the clock­ 
work. In another Japanese clock the 
hand is attached to a weight which 
sinks once in 24 hours. The time is in
